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OUR LATE ELECTION.

A Democratio Legislature, both branches,
with a Demoecratic Governor in this State,
simply means a sweeping vevolution in the
laws rogulating our city and State Govern.
ments, The Demoorats, since the great poli-
tieal revolution of 1852, which swept out of
existonce the old Whig party, have not se-
cared a full possession of this 8tate. They
gnined in the general Whig party collapse of
1862 the Governor (Horatio Seymour) and
the Legislature, and so they took full posses.
sion at Albany in January, 1858, Since that
time they bave secured the Governor twice—
Seymour in 1862 and Hoffman in 15G8; bat
through all the long interval from 1553 the
Senate, or the Assembly and the Senate, have
been against them, Consequently they have
never been able to upset lf:e specinl legisla-
tive measures of the Republican party, passed
from time to time under a ]:a[m*:liom Logis-
lature and Governor since 18506, and adoptod
mainly to veduce the Democratic majorities
of this corner of the State,

After seventeen yoars of exclusion from th
control of the State government we may ac-
cordingly expeot, with the meeting of the
Democratic Legislature next January, backed
by a Demogratic Governor, a general over-
hauling and repealing of the Republican party
mensures aforesaid, which will amonnt to a

eneral reconstruction of the government of
this city, and afreconstruction, to a great ex-
tent, of the laws regulating the affairs of the
State. It has been broadly hinted from varion
u]ltlmﬂem that the Democratic Emgmmme in
the new Legislature (which will be engineered
by Tamnmany Hall and supported by the Gov-
ernor) will embrace, first, on national affairs,
the repeal of New York's ralification of the
{ifteenth amendment; and, on local affairs: —

1. A repeal of the Exclse law,

2. A repeal of the Registry law,

5 A mrcni of the law estavlishing the existing
Metropolitan pollce systom.

4, A repeal of the law creating the present Fire
Department,

8. The abolition of the present Croton Boand,

6. The abolition of the present Health Board.

7. A new immigration system,

These things are to be done away with,
and, under a new city charter, it is said, we
ure to have all these and all other depart-
ments of the city government made subordi-
nate to the Mayor and a Municipal Cabinet
and the two Boards of the City Council. The
Mayor's Cabinet will probably embrace the
chief of each of the new departments to be
created—on the licensing of liguor dealers,
ete., on the police, the streets, the piers
and wharves, quarantine affaire  firemen,
Croton water, Oentral and othor parks, gas,
henlth, ete. ete. This general reconstruction
of our city government will create hundreds
of fat offices, and can be made to cover five
hundred millions of dollars in good fat jobs,
including a new system of piers and wharves,
new eity railroads (overhead and wunder-
gronnd), new streets, new markets, and other
new public institutions,

At all events, this great positive gain of the
Legislature gives to the Demoorats so firm a
foothold in the possession of the State, and
such abundant means for strengthening their
position, that it is only by the mest stupid
blundering that they can lose it. The repeal,
however, of the ratification of the fifteenth
amendment would be a blunder to begin with,
and it wonld not avail anything: but it is pro-
bable that the proclamation of the complete
ratification will be made from Washington
before the 1st of January, which will settle
the guestion and reduce the Northern Demo-
cracy to the wise alternative of joining the
Southern Democracy in cenltivating the negro
vote.

On our local affairs the schedule of changes
suggested will require a great deal of mighty
nice consideration, especially as the Demo-
crats have, with the fnrl power, the whole re-
sponsibility in legislative matters, Neverthe-
less, we think great changes may be confi-
fidently expected in the laws regulating our
city affairs; but whether these changes will
be good or bad—whether they will operate to
lighten or increase our taxes, to render more
safe or more in peril the lives and property of
our citizens, to ﬁtmnﬂt‘hen the Enrty or to
destroy it—will depend very much upon the
engineering of Tawmany Hall. She may play
her cards so as to control the National Demo-
cratic Convention of 1872, or so as to lose her
prestige and hex power in 1870,

GENERAL GRANT DECLINING TO RUN
AGAIN,

That energetic soldier and statesman,
Major-General Hiram Walbridge, made a
speech to the President on Wednesday. It
was in behalf of the recent Louisville Con-
vention, and the Gieneral committed the blun-
der, common in the ignorant, but astonishing
in one ko familiar with etiquette, of address-
ing Genernl Grant as “*Your Excellency.”

ﬁo;r&:ﬂ would extend and permente thronghout the
epnblre Unfon nntil every vostige of bitferness or ua-
kiudness ghould forever be eradlcated, e belleved
that within & year or two the South would be far
richer and far more prosperous thun ever she was
before: and the people have it within their power,
by judiclons policy and wise scts, 10 advance thelr
oWl intorests and those of the entire country with
warvellous: raphdity, As to his gecond term, he
counld assure Genorul Walbridge he felt now very
much@s he did at West Point in his csdet days,
whien he connted every month with cagerness Lo get
ont of his position. He had nol gonght his present
position, a8 everybody kKnew.

This anawer of General Grant shows that
he had not been informed beforehand of the

State fairs and commercial conventions are
becoming much more common than ever they
were before, and we regard the circum-
stance as one of the most promising of all
the *signs of the times.”

Itis quite certain that her
own efforts to extend her commerce, and
foster her industries, will do much towards
justifying this anticipation.
